1. SCHEEL SATISFIED 

EMBASSY BONN HAS LEARNED THAT FRG FOREIGN MINISTER 
SCHEEL WAS HIGHLY PLEASED WITH WHAT HE HEARD ON HIS 
RECENT WASHINGTON VISIT. HE ATTRIBUTED PARTICULAR 
IMPORTANCE TO THE STRONG AND REPEATED US EMPHASIS ON 
THE PRIORITY WE ATTACH TO THE ATLANTIC ALLIANCE AS 
OPPOSED TO US RELATIONS WITH THE USSR AND THE PRC. 

SCHEEL FOUND HIMSELF IN SUBSTANTIAL AGREEMENT WITH 
OUR VIEWS ON THE PURPOSE AND CONTENT OF A DECLARATION 
OF PRINCIPLES ON US-EUROPEAN RELATIONS. HE WAS ALSO 
GRATIFIED AT OUR COMMON INTERPRETATION OF THE US-USSR

2. SIHANOUK REVEALS PEACE CONTACTS WITH US 
SECRET 
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IN AN EXCLUSIVE AFP INTERVIEW ON EUYDWUN SIHANOUK 
DISCLOSED THAT HE HAD TRANSMITTED HIS FINAL PEACE 
PROPOSAL TO THE US BY WAY OF MAURITANIAN PRESIDENT 

OULD DADDAH DURING LATE MAY, AND THAT THE US HAD 
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VERBALLY REJECTED IT THROUGH THE AMERICAN AMBASSADOR 
IN NOUAKCHOTT. SIHANOUK AGAIN EXCLUDED THE POSSIBILITY 
OF A MEETING NEXT MONTH WITH HENRY KISSINGER. ON

ORGANIZED TAKEOVER OF THE COUNTRY BY PRINCE DAUD, 
FORMER PRIME MINISTER FROM 1953-63, AND A SMALL NUMBER 
OF DISSIDENT MILITARY OFFICERS. DAUD HAS ABOLISHED THE 
MONARCHY, THE 1964 CONSTITUTION AND DECLARED A 
REPUBLIC WITH HIMSELF AS HEAD. THERE APPEARS TO BE NO

6. CAMBODIAN POLITICAL CRISIS EASES 
AMBASSADOR SWANK REPORTS THAT IN CONTRAST TO

DEVELOPING LAST WEEK, IN TAM SEEMS TO BE REASONABLY 
SATISFIED AT THE CURRENT INTERNAL SITUATION AND 
PLANS TO REMAIN AS PRIME MINISTER DESPITE HIS 
CONTINUING DISSATISFACTION AT HIS VIRTUAL EX- 
CLUSION FROM MILITARY AFFAIRS. BOTH IN TAM AND
